Lower Portion of State Espe-
cially Interested in Subject
of License and Party Lines
Disregarded.

WILMINGTON, Del, Sept. ¥.-—Poll-
ticiane of nll parties are worrled over
the prohibition question, In this county
they are of the opinlon that the “weta'
will be In A majority, and that the ques-
tion of licenne will not figure largely In
the eampalgn, but In the lowar portion
of the State the situation s mixed, and
no one can tell what the effect In going
to be,

It Is enld the “wet" and "dry' lines
are closer drawn In the lower part of
tha State than ever befors and that resi-
dents are allgning themselves on this
{asue mors thun with the political parties.
In one district a Democrat has been
nominated who Is a “dry” man and the
Republicans there say that they I_rm sup-
port him becauss he is “dry.”” In an-
other district a Republican nominated
for ofMce may be “dry"” and the “dry"
Democrats are apparently with him to a
man., The same division Is being made
on men who are “wet."

The Progresmves by declaring for State-
wide prohibition axpect to get all of the
dry'’ votas, but thim they will not do.
The *“wet”’ and "dry'" people will vots
for the men who favor them regardless
of party lines, because they consider thins
the most Important queation which s to
come before the Legislature.
